Sadat signalled the anti-Soviet, ac- 
tion in a speech cm Monday, accus- 
ing Moscow of involvement in 
Moslem-Christian strife and other 
activities against his regime. The 
speech followed disclosures by 
Egyptian - intelligence, that it had 
thwarted three plots against the 
regime, two of them involving the 1 
Soviets and Hungarians.

U.S. general 
escapes bomb 
attack in 
W. Germany 

HANAU, West Germany. — 
General Frederick Kroesen, com- 
mander of U.S. Army forces in 
Europe, survived an attempt on his 
life yesterday in the latest outburst; 
of anti-American violence in West 
Germany. 

The 58-year-old general escaped 
from a grenade and gunshot attack 
in Heidelberg with minor cuts, and 
resumed his day's work after treat- 
ment in the local U.S. army 
hospital. 

“I don’t know who is responsible, 
but I do know there is a group that 
said it had declared war on us, and 
Fm beginning to believe it,V‘ he told 
a news conference in Hanau, one of 
the main staging grounds .for. 
NATO's ‘ current military 
maneuvers. ■ 

Kroesen identified', the group as 
the left-wing. Red Army Faction — 
known as the B aader-Mdnhof gang 
— which carried out bomb attacks, 
shootings, bank raids, kidnappings 
and hijackings in the 1970s. 

The attack, the latest in a series of 
bombings against UJ5. military in- 
stallations in West Germany, came 
two days, after a violent demonstra- 
tion in West Berlin against a visit by 
U.S. Secretary of Stale Alexander 
Haig. . 

Kroesen said the attack occurred 
as he and his wife were being driven 
into Heidelberg along the Neckar

Smuggling 
ring stole

The police have arrested the al- 
leged leaders of smuggling rings 
whose illicit operations over the last 
10 to 15 yean are believed to have 
cost the Treasury up to SlOOm. in 
lost customs duty and taxes, a police 
spokesman announced last night. 

Nitzav Yehezkel Carthy, bead of 
criminal investigations, said that in 
its sophistication, planning and 
comprehensiveness, the smuggling 
racket is without precedent. The 
ring operated in the ports of Haifa 
and Ashdod, smuggling in electrical 
goods in containers purporting to 
carry glassware, and diamonds and 
gold coins hidden in soap powder 
and chemicals. 

Seven of the alleged ring-leaders, 
including two customs officials, 
were arrested on Saturday night and 
appeared yesterday before a Tel 
Aviv magistrate. Another 10 to 12 
suspects are to be brought to court 
this morning and further arrests are 
expected. 

Four of those brought to 
Magistrates Court are Avraham, 
Zvi and David-Pie.carche, of the Tel 
Aviv area, and Yehosfaua 
Chelouche, the manager of an 
Ashdod forwarding agency. 

The combined police and 
customs department investigation, 
involving 130 men, began last 
December and required the 
questioning of dozens of witnesses 
and suspects. 

The smuggling network began 
operating 10 to 15 years ago on a 
small, informal scale, with a family 
team as its nucleus. It grew in size 
and sophistication over the years, 
said Moshe Landau, head of the 
customs investigation department at 
a press conference in Jerusalem. 

In its most developed form the 
network was made up of ad hoc 
combinations of individuals who 
joined together for particular opera-

Oded Eran, deputy bead of the 
Foreign Ministry’s Egyptian depart- 
ment, who briefed reporters on 
yesterday’s meetings, said the Egyp- 
tian delegation promised to study 
•the Israeli request for simplified 
entry procedures for Israelis bound 
for. the east coast of Sinai. 

Israel has suggested that campers 
and hikers whose destination is 
Neviot, T)i-Zahav, or Ophira; 
should, be able to get visas at the 
border crossing to be erected south 
of Eilat, probably around the Taba 


oasis. An alternative suggestion is 
for Egypt to open a consulate in 
Slat itself. 

Eran said Israel had also asked 
for the obligatory - currency ex- 
change order to be amended, 
whereby every tourist entering 
Egypt must purchase 100 Egyptian 
pounds. Most campers bound for' 
Sinai* would, need much less Egyp- 
tian currency, Eran explained. . 

The Egyptian delegation agreed 
that, from next April, El Al and 
Nefertiti airlines would, fly five 
times a week between . Cairo and 
. Ben-Gurion Airport, instead of the 
current four flights. El Al will have' 
the right to put a 747 Jdmbo jet into 
. service on one of the five flights. 

Under the existing aviation agree- 
ment, the volume of traffic permit- 
ted to each airline is 930 passengers 
Weekly. The new five-flight 
schedule will meet this ceiling. 


The Egyptian delegation con- 
firmed that Israeli passenger planes 
would get landing rights at the Santa 
Katerina and Ophira airfields* but 
said that details could not be 
worked out just yet. 

The question of Israeli use of El- 
zion airfield for foreign tourists 
' bound for Eilat will also take time to 
solve. Contacts at the Alexandria 
summit made it obvious that Egypt 
considered the operation of the Et- 
zion airfield a financial and- ad- 
ministrative burden. 

’ Egyptian officials said at the time 
that their own tourism trade would 
not benefit from keeping Etzion 
open, and all the benefit would ac- 
crue to Israel. The costs of opera- 
tion would not be covered by 
landing fees.

Religious pressure and 
“demoastrations by uttra-Orthodox 
elements who do not recognize the 
state” should not have been taken 
into account by Hammer, an obser- 
want Jew, In his decision to suspend 
:the dig, the justices said. 

The judges cited a letter from 
Hammer's confidant and chef de 
button, Zcvulun Oricv. to Anti- 
quities Division director Avi Eitan 
of July 16, stating: “I Have passed all 
.the material (on Area G)...to the 
director-general of the Religious 
Affairs Ministry with the request 
md expectation that the ministry 


will support the continuation of the 
dig, as it has been clarified that 
there is np cemetery at the site.” 

But on September 1, Hammer is- 
; sued a directive suspending the dig 
'for two weeks, ’after which 
Attorney-General Yitzhak Zamir 
would reply to Hammer’s questions 
about the legal aspects of the ex- 
cavations. 

In their judgement, the justices 
were extremely critical ' of Ham- 
mer’s actions. They pointed out that 
after asking Zamir under what Con- 
ditions an excavation licence can be 
revoked and a dig stopped. Ham- 
mer went ahead and did just that 
before getting the attorney- 
general’s opinion. 

(Hammer had also asked Zamir 
whp has the authority to determine 
what is an "ancient Jewish 
cemetery”; and whether the ex- 
cavations in the Gty of David fall 
under the- law covering “ancient 
relics serving a religious or sacred 
function” which would require ap- 
proval of a ministerial committee 
for a dig.) >• 

In the court- heating on 


September 4, the state attorney had 
defended Hammer's actions on the 
grounds that the suspension would 
allow Zamir a “period of calm” in 
which to formulate his responses. . 

But the court ruled that this con- 
tention was “groundless." The 
attorney-general’s opinions were 
normally formulated “under pres- 
JP£S” 

- The justices were also critical of 
Hammer’s appending a “postscript” 
to these questions to Zamir — the 
Chief Rabbis* holachic ruling of 
August 19 with the comment: “Pay 
close attention.'' 

The justices explicitly endoned 
the contention of the applicants 
against Hammer’s suspension order 
— the Hebrew University, the Israel 
Exploration Society and Yigal Shilo, 
the City of David dig director — 
that Hammer bad not, as he was 
bound by Jaw to do, properly con- 
sulted the Archeological Council or 
heard out Shilo before ordering the 
suspension.

Aridor and Hammer 
agree on budget cuts

The Treasury last night 
agreed . to “unfreeze” 70 per 
cent of the free part of the 
Education Ministry’s budget, 
ending the protracted feud 
between the two ministries. 

The fate of the remaining frozen 
30 per cent will be determined by 
the government 'in the coming 
months and will depend on the 
readiness of other ministries to take 
similar budget cuts. 

Ail the country's “informal” 
education programmes, frozen for 
the post month, will be re-activated 
starting this morning. But the 
Education Ministry will instruct the 
directors of Tehila (adult educa- 
tion), the secondary school Zionist 
institutes, the street gang project 
and other programmes, to budget 
for only 70 per cent of the originally 
planned activities. 

In two protracted negotiating ses- 
sions between Finance Minister 
Yoram Aridor and Education 
Minister Zevulun Hammer and 
their aides yesterday, it was agreed 
that the Education Ministry would 
immediately receive the unfrozen 
70 per cent (about IS320 million), 
and could immediately proceed 
with contracts to build 260 class- 


rooms. The possible building of a 
further 37 classrooms wBJ be ex- 
amined by the Treasury’s budgets 
' director within a week. 

The construction of a further 53 
classrooms wiB be postponed until 
April 1982. 

The agreement between the two 
ministries was reached after Aridor 
succeeded in obtaining in principle 
agreements to budget cuts by the 
defence and housing ministries. 

The Defence Ministry, which 
before the elections asked the 
Treasury for an extra ISS.5 billion to 
cover increased operations, has 
agreed to accept only IS2 billion. 

The Housing Ministry has agreed 
to buikl less apartments this year. 
There are fears in the ministry that 
this will lead to an increase in the 
price of flats. 

The Housing Ministry has agreed 
to freeze 30 per cent of its planned 
new construction. Until now the 
Treasury had frozen effectively 
some 50 per cent of the contracts. 
Observers expect the ministry to en- 
counter serious difficulties because 
of this budget cut. 

In yesterday’s talks, the Educa- 
tion Ministry agreed to submit by 
October a “working paper” for its 
required budget for 1982, defining 
the ministry's priorities at a level of 
operations of 97.5 per cent, 95 per 
cent and 92.5 per cent.The ministry 


has been asked to explain in writing 
to the Treasury what each of these 
cuts would mean in terms of 
programmes in the field. 

The Central Bureau of Statistics, 
meanwhile, yesterday published 
figures showing that the national ex- 
penditure on education declined by 
two per cent in 1980/81 following 
yearly increases of three-lo-four per 
cent annually in 1978/79 and 
1979/80. 

Bur while operational education 
budgets have increased in each of 
the past three years, the budget for 
construction in educational institu- 
tions has consistently declined in re- 
cent years. In 1978/79 the education 
construction budget decreased by 
two per cent, in 197<V80 by 10 per 
cent and in 198(VB1 by 30 per cent. 

The Education Ministry 
spokesman last night said that the 
impending cuts in informal educa- 
tion programmes will “certainly 
limit tile scope of some of them but 
no participant will be sent home." 
He meant that pupils scheduled to 
take part in Tehila or to enroll in 
courses in the Zionist institutes, or 
mothers in the “Elgar” programme 
learning how to take care of their 
children will not be dismissed. 

It is possible, however, that some 
institutions will bq shut down andf 
the hours of some projects will be 
reduced, he said. 


Cost-of-living pay increase is 11.5%

A cost-of-living increment of 1 1 .5 
per cent will be added to October 
salaries, while income tax brackets, 
income tax credit points and child 
allowances will rise by 14.3 per cent. 
This was determined yesterday with 
the publication of the consumer 
price index for August, which rose 
by 3.9 per cent 

The cost-cf-living increment will 
be paid up to a monthly salary ceil- 
ing of about ISM. 130. Thus, the 
maximum increment will be about 
IS 1.625 per month. 

The consumer price index rose by 
53.6 per cent during the first eight 
months of the year, compared to 
68.8 per cent over the same period 


last year. The index rose 112 per 
cent over the past 12 months, 
reaching 223.6 points on a scale 
whose base in 1980 was 100 points. 

The relatively moderate rise in 
the index surprised economists, who 
expected it to be much higher. This 
low rise is explained in part by the 
rate of inflation, which after the first 
eight months of the year is climbing 
at a projected annual rate of slightly 
over 90 per cent. 

Treasury officials said yesterday 
that the ministry would continue to 
do everything it can to lower the in- 
flation rate. Government and non- 
government economists estimate 
that this month’s inflation rate wfll 
be higher than recent months, due 
both to the holiday season and to 


the recent price rises set by the 
government. 

The Treasury calculates that the 
child allowance for a single child 
next month will be IS240, compared 
to 1S210 today. An income tax 
credit point will also be raised to 
1S240 in October. 

The adjustment of income tax 
brackets will mean that starting next 
month an unmarried man, or a mar- 
ried man whose wife works, will 
begin to pay tax on income above a 
threshold of 1S2,160 per month, 
compared to IS 1,890 today. The tax 
threshold is the amount above 
which income is taxed. 

The threshold for a married man 
whose wife does not work (and in-

It also claimed responsibility for a 
bomb attack in Belgium two years 
ago on a car carrying Secretary of 
State Alexander Haig when he' was 
commander of NATO forces in 
Europe. 

West German Chancellor Helmut 
Schmidt, in a telegram to Kroesen 
expressing shock over the attack, 
said “all decent Germans condemn 
most severely this terrorist attack.” 

Interior Minister Gerhart Baum 
in an interview with the BildZeitung 
newspaper recalled he predicted 
months ago terrorists would con- 
centrate on Americans. He said it 
was likely the attacks will continue.

Iraqi chosen to head 
UN General Assembly

UNITED NATIONS. — Ismat KR- 
tani of Iraq was elected yesterday as 
president of the UN General As- 
sembly, after a tied vote, 

Kittani received 73 votes, as did 
the representative of Bangladesh, 
Kawajama Kaiser, when the annual 
Assembly session opened. Outgoing 
president Ruder von Wacchmcr, of 
West Germany, following UN rales, 
drew lots and declared Kittani the 
winner. 

Israel diplomats expect Kittani 
will guide the assembly in an ami- 
Israeli direction. The last time that 
an Arab was elected president was 
in 1974. when the Algerian Foreign 
Minister Abdel Azziz Bouteflika 
was elected. It was during his term 
that the anti-Israel campaign in the 
UN reached a peak, with the 
“Zionism is racism” resolution.

Israel and Ecuador yesterday an- 
nounced plans to expand trade and 
cultural ties. A joint communique 
issued after Foreign Minister 
Yitzhak Shamir's two-day visit to 
Quito said a committee cif officials 
from the two countries would meet 
shortly in Jerusalem to work on 
specific projects, particularly in the 
field of solar energy. 

Officials in Jerusalem were plain- 
ly pleased with these practical 
results of Shamir's visit — and 
equally pleased with the political 
statements of support that Shamir 
elicited from his opposite number in 


Ecuador, Alfonso Vel verde. 

The Ecuadorian minister pledged 
support for the Camp David process 
and said his country would oppose 
any effort by the Arab states to 
weaken Israel's standing at the UN. 

Shamir left Ecuador last night for 
the Dominican Republic for a five- 
day visit. He is the first Israeli 
foreign minister to visit that 
country. 

Meanwhile, the Foreign Ministry 
in Jerusalem yesterday received an 
invitation for Shamir to visit Haiti. 
They said he would not be able to 
go there on his present tour, but 
would gladly visit Haiti at a later 
date.

Pakistan accepts $3.2b. U.S. aims deal 


ISLAMABAD (Reuter). — 
Pakistan yesterday announced that 
it had settled its differences with the 
U.S. about speedy delivery of 
military equipment, wanted mainly 
to defend its border with 
Afghanistan. 

At the same time a foreign 
ministry statement offered im- 
mediate talks with India to work out 
guarantees for non-aggression and 
non-use of force between them. 

The statement said that now the 
problems over delivery limes were 
solved; Pakistan had. conveyed _its 
formal acceptance of a S3 .2 billion 
military and economic-package of- 
fered by the U.S. last June. 

The U.S. Congress starts debating 


the package this week, and must 
give its approval before the money 
becomes available over five years 
starting in October, 1982. 

Authoritative sources said about 
52b. was for military equipment 
such as F-16 jets, air defence mis- 
siles and advanced communications 
systems. 

In Washington. U.S. officials said 
the U.S. has worked out a plan with 
Belgium and Holland that will per- 
mit delivery of F-16s to Pakistan 
without depleting the U.S. supply of 
the aircraft. 

i The officials said the agreement 
could permit Pakistan to obtain 
"several” F-16s by next year, in- 
stead of the normal delivery time of 
three to four years. 


Technicians may extend strike 


Jerusalem Post Reporter 
The works committee of the 
telecommunications technicians is 
due to meet this morning to decide 
on whether to extend the three-day 
strike which has blacked out both 
radio and television programmes — 
apart from the news and army radio 
programmes — and affected 
telephone services. 

The committee originally 
declared a limited three-day 
"organized vacation" which would 
have ended today, but spokesmen 


for the technicians last night said 
they were considering extending 
lheir leave due to their ministry’s 
reluctance to negotiate their de- 
mands for productivity bonuses. 

The spokesmen said that contacts 
between the two parties to the dis- 
pute had came to a complete 
standstill yesterday. 

Communications Ministry of- 
ficials yesterday reaffirmed that 
they may resort to emergency back- 
lo-work orders or seek a court in- 
junction to bring the technicians to 
heel.

Two held for hooking up generator 


Jerusalem Post Reporter 
Military government officials in 
Nablus have detained two people 
from a. nearby^ village, for the un- 
authorized installation of an electric 
generator. 

Villagers in Yatma near Nablus 
have been authorized to -install an 
internal power network, but are not 
allowed to install a generator since 
the military government wants them 
to use power from a nearby high- 
tension line of the Israel Electric 
Corporation. 

.According to military sources, 
two of the villagers nevertheless 
went ahead and began installing a 
generator from which they would 


then sell electricity to the rest of the 
village. 

Both men were detained, and the 
generator is to be dismantled and 
brought to Nablus. 

Military officials said last night 
that the installation of a generator 
requires the professional supervi- 
sion of engineers for safety reasons 
and -that the power supplied by the 
Israel Electric Corporation would 
be cheaper and more reliable. 

Arab municipalities like Nablus 
have consistently opposed linking 
up to Israel's national grid, main- 
taining that they would then 
become even more dependent on 
Israel and more susceptible to pres- 
sure.

Safety institute head blasts 
tpathy over work accidents

TEL AVIV. — ■ Magen David Adorn 
yesterday^ launched a nationwide 
drive to collect blood in anticipa- 
tion of' traffic accidents over the 
Roish Hashana holiday season. 
Blood 'donations- drop below the 
“red line” during the holiday just at 
the time When more fresh blood is 
needed to cope with a rise in traffic 
accidents, said MDA director Amit- 
zur Kfir.' • 

Speaking during a tour of the 
MDA blood bank in Jaffa. Kfir 
noted that many potential donors 
take trips during the holidays, and ' 
that some blood donor stations 
close down during that period. The 
collection drive will assure a good 
supply of fresh blood, which can be 
kept for only 21 days, Kfir said. 

.At present, some 12JOOO. portions 
of' blood are donated monthly. 
Shabtai Mesbulam, . head of the 
blood donors department said that 
tiiis places Israel **00 a level with 
the U-S. and England, where about 
4 to 5 per cent of those capable 
donate blood. However, Israel trails 
far behind European arid Scandina- 
vian. countries where donations are 


as high as 8 to 9 per cent of the pop- 
ulation.” 

Dr. Shularait Bar-Shani, head of 
the blood services unit, noted that 
“rare types of Mood are collected 
throughput the year from donors 
whose blood is so rare that we 
freeze it so that it can be used to 
give.them blood transfusions in time 
of need. But the freezing process -is 
very costly.” 

-Although there are four main 
types of blood, there are over 400 
subtypes, and some persons can ac- 
cept* transfusions only from 
themselves, die said. 

Men give 90 per cent of the dona- 
tions in Israel, probably because 
they learn in the army that it is a 
painless process. 

Each person who donates one 
portion of blood a year receives 
“blood insurance,” entitling him to 
all the blood he and his immediate 
family need during one year. 

Members of the 1000-strong 
special Blood Donors Organization 
pride themselves on giving blood 
several times a year. 

MDA awards a special pin to 
donors who have given blood 10 or 
more times.

South Africa; 1,000 killed in Angola 
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OSHAKATI, Namibia (South West 
Africa) (Rcuier). — South Africa 
has said it killed about 1,000 
SWAPO guerrillas and Angolan 
troops during its recent 13-day 
operation inside Angola, and 
predicted that the black nationalist 
movement in the area would take at 
least a year to recover. 

The number of dead was more than 
double the previous claim by the 
South .Africans, who put their own 
losses at 10. 

General Johannes Geidenhuys 
told reporters on Monday that it 
could take a year or more for the 
South West Africa People’s 
Organization (SWAPO) to recover 
from the air and ground assault, and 
that the South Africans had "driven 
SWAPO far north.” 

He said many SWAPO bases and 
much equipment were destroyed, 
including radar and surface-to-air 
missiles provided by the Soviet 
Union and its allies. He said the 
guerrillas' command and supply 


systems were severely disrupted. 

South African units brought back 
more than 3,000 tons of enemy 
equipment valued at $210 million. 

Officers said the haul included 12 
ageing, Soviet-made T-34 and PT-76 
armoured personnel carriers, nearly 
300 other vehicles, 40-barrel rocket 
launchers and large quantities of 
smaller weapons and ammunition. 

SWAPO has been fighting a 15- 
year bush war for independence under 
black majority rule in Namibia. 
South Africa’s white minority 
government, controlling the ter- 
ritory since World War I, has re- 
jected UN appeals to withdraw 
from the former German colony. 

The South African Air Force on 
Monday flew foreign and South 
African journalists to the Oshakati 
military base, close to the Angolan 
border, for a news, conference and 
inspection of the seized equipment. 

General Geidenhuys said that los- 
ses of 1 ,000 inflicted on both 
SWAPO and Angolan, regular 


soldiers were confirmed by body 
counts and reliable estimates given 
by some of the 38 enemy taken 
prisoner. South Africa had 
previously claimed about 450 dead. 

The general said his forces had 
orders to avoid fighting Angolan 
soldiers but that, in some areas, 
Angolan^ and SWAPO guerrillas 
were cooperating so closely that it 
was impossible to avoid the 
Angolans. 

Angola has accused South Africa 
of invading with 40,000 soldiers in 
an attempt to occupy parts of the 
country.

Gunfights mark

TEHERAN. — Gun bat ties flared in 
the streets of Teheran yesterday as 
the Council of Guardians began 
deliberations to select the final con- 
tenders in the nation's third 
presidential elections since the 
Islamic revolution overthrew the 
monarchy in 1979, the official Pars 
news agency reported. 

Heavy shooting erupted as 
demonstrators from the un- 
derground Mujahedin Khalq 
organization clashed with Islamic 
Revolutionary Guards in several 
pans of Teheran. 

An official of the revolutionary 
police command said one 
revolutionary guardsman was 
wounded and several Mujahedin 
demonstrators were arrested. Bat 
foreign radio stations reported eight 
persons were killed. The Mujahedin 
[have been demonstrating against 
the government almost daily for the 
past 10 days in what they describe as 
a challenge to the Islamic regime’s 
supporters on the streets of 
Teheran, 


New economic minister

— Prime Minister 
Margaret Thatcher yesterday 
promoted another Conservative 
hardliner to her cabinet, winding up 
a major government shake-up. 

After dropping three cabinet 
critics of her tight-money economic 
strategy on Monday, moving others 
and promoting several ministers on 
whose support she relies, she ap- 
pointed Conservative member of 
parliament Jock Bruce-Gardyne as 
Minister of State at the Treasury, a 
key economic post 

B ruce-Gardyne, 5 1 , is known as a 
hardline monetarist. Like Thatcher, 
he believes in tight controls on 
spending and the growth of money 
supply^and is opposed to calls for • 
Britain to spend its way out of the 
present recession on the grounds 
that this will boost inflation. 

The new cabinet includes 
Norman Tebbit, former minister of

Employment S e c re tary is. place of 
James Prior, Nigel Lawson, former 
financial secretary to the treasury 
who is now Energy Secretary, and 
Baroness Young, former minister of 
Ante at the department of education 
who is now Chancellor of the 
Duchy of Lancaster. 

Prior, a leading cabinet critic of 
Thatcher, retained his place in the 
cabinet and is aow Northern Ireland 
Secretary in place of Humphrey 
Atkins, who became Lord Privy*:

ISLAMABAD (Reuter). — Afghan 
authorities have modified a sweep- 
ing call-up order for young former 
soldiers after demonstrations 
against the move, diplomatic 
sources here said yesterday. 

The sources said a Radio Kabul 
announcement at the beginning of 
this month calling up ex-soldiers un- 
der the age of 35 made no mention 
of exemptions. 

Last week, however, the 
government-controlled newspaper. 
The Kabul New Times, reported that 
teachers, lecturers, students, bus 
drivers and other drivers employed 
by the government were exempt. 

Latest reports of the demonstra- 
tions said two girl students were kil- 
led in one protest at a girls' school 
when police opened fire to disperse 
the gathering. 


Boys death linked 
to new disco dance 

WIGAN, England (AP). — A head- 
shaking New Wave Disco craze may 
have been to blame for the death of 
an adolescent boy, an inquest here 
was told on Monday. 

Pathologist John Torry testified 
that Simon Longhurst, 11, began 
complaining of headaches and 
sickness the day after he and several 
other youngsters did the "head 
shake" at a junior disco in this Lan- 
cashire community near Liverpool. 

In the “head shake,” a dancer 
keeps shaking his head faster and - 
more violently to keep time with the 
music. 

Tony said Longhurst died three 
weeks after the dance of acute swel- 
ling of the brain due to a hemor- 
rhage associated with a cyst in the 
brain cavity. 

“The cyst was tiny and it is very, 
very rare for a hemorrhage to 
develop from one like it,” Torry 
said. “It was so small it would have 
needed some kind of vibration or 
bang to cause it.” 


WASHINGTON (Reuter). — 
National Security Adviser Richard 
Allen said yesterday that all land- 
based strategic missiles were 
vulnerable to attack. Defence 
analysts said his remark may 
foreshadow the scrapping of plans 
to deploy MX missiles in the desert. 

Allen did not specifically cite the 
controversial MX in a speech to the 
Air Force Association, but he 
implied that the administration no 
longer believed it was possible to 
make U.S. intercontinental ballistic 
missiles invulnerable to attack. 

Former president Jimmy Carter 
had planned to put 200 missiles on 
tracks, under 4,600 concrete 
shelters in the Utah and Nevada 
deserts, but this was known to be 
under review by the Reagan ad- 
ministration. 

Last week, a Congressional 
report said there was no way of 
protecting the MX missile. The 
report, prepared by the office of 
technology assessment, said all cur- 
rent proposals for basing the mis- 
siles were seriously flawed. 


Allen said that the “inherent” 
vulnerability” of land-based missiles 
did not make them useless, and that 
ability to survive an attack was not 
the only criterion Reagan would ap- 
ply in his decision on whether and 
how to deploy MX. The White 
House said yesterday that the deci- 
sion would be made letsr this 
month. 

In Moscow*, the Communist Party 
paper Pravda said yesterday that the 
Soviet Union would be ready to talk 
abo ut a '‘considerable reduction” of 
medium-range missile stocks in 
future arms negotiations with the 
U.S. 

The proposal was put forward in a 
commentary criticizing 
Washington’s attitude towards East- 
West arms control talks and declar- 
ing that Moscow was ready to dis- 
cuss cuts in all types of* nuclear and 
conventional weaponry. 

Pravda repeated Moscow’s earlier 
offers to cease deployment of SS-20 
nuclear missiles in western Soviet 
regions as soon as U.S.-Soviet talks 
on the limitation of medium-range 
missiles got under way. 


Pope calls for ‘radical’ social changes 


VATICAN CITY (AP). — Pope 
John Paul II, in his most com- 
prehensive statement on social is- 
sues, yesterday strongly backed 
labour unions, and urged mothers to 
stay at home and raise their children 
rather than take jobs. 

In the third encyclical of his 35- 
month'pkpacy, the pontiff called for 
"radical and urgent changes” in the 
Third World to improve the lot of 
poor farmers and peasants. 

The encyclical repeated John 
Paul's past criticisms of both 
capitalist and communist systems. It 
called for an economy based on a 
mixture of private and public 
ownership. 

The document did not specifical- 
ly mention the labour unrest in the 


pope’s native Poland, but many of 
its points echoed previous state- 
ments he has made about the situa- 
tion there. He has welcomed the 
formation of the independent trade 
union Solidarity, but urged it to be 

moderate. .. 

John Paul, 61, has often referred 
to the time he spent working in a 
quarry and chemical factory as a 
youth in Poland. He said workers 
have a right to unemployment 
benefits, vacation time, a pension 
and insurance against accidents. 
They should also receive a "just” 
wage, which he defined as big 
enough to support the entire family. 
If the father earns such a wage, he 
said, the mother is free to take care 
of her children and educate them. 


PARIS (UPI). — Premier Pierre 
Mauroy yesterday made public a 
j programme erf 1 economic and social 
measures aimed at creating "a new 
relationship between men and 
work” in France. 

Mauroy announced in the 
! National Assembly a series of 
reforms, including larger family al- 
lowances and old age pensions, 
reduction of the working week to 35 
hours by 1985, a part-time work 
system and retirement starting as 
early as 55 years. 

Mauroy said the government's 
aim was the creation of "a new shar- 
ing of the working time” in France. 
This would allow the younger 
generation, which faces widespread 
unemployment, to find jobs because 
older persons will be able to retire 
early or work shorter hours. 


Neo-Nazis to be tried 

KARLSRUHE, West Germany 
(UPI). — Four neo-Nazis, reported 
to be key witnesses in police 
proceedings against Karl-Heinz 
Hoffmann, ore to stand trial for 
spreading Nazi propaganda and 
planning to free jailed Nazi Rudolf 
Hess, the public prosecutor’s office 
said yesterday. 

The men, led by 23-year-old 
Odfried Hepp, who turned ( 
themselves over to police in June, 
will appear in court today on 
charges that include spreading Nazi 
prop aga nda ; planning bpjnb . at- 
tack s; and planning to, use hostages, 
to force authorities ;tp free Rudolf 
Hess, former deputy ” of Adolf 
Hitler, from Berlin’s Spandau jail 
where he is serving a life-sentence 
for Nazi crimes. 

Police suspect Hoffmann of the 
December 1980 murder of Jewisb 
publisher Sblomo Levin. They said 
last week they were certain .that 
Hoffmann, whose “Defence Sports 
Group” was notorious for its anti- 
Semitism and life-like waigames, 
was involved in the murder. 


Norwegian Labour defeated; 
rightwing coalition expected 


OSLO (UPI). — Three non-sociahsc 
parties yesterday opened talks on 
forming a coalition government, fol- 
lowing the ruling Labour Party's 
defeat in Monday's national elec- 
tions. 

The minority government's heavy 
defeat at the polls ushered out eight 
tempestuous years in office and 
heralded a period of economic 
austerity and firm adherence to the 
NATO alliance. 

Conservative party leader Kaare 
Willoch, a 52-year-old economist, 
was widely expected to replace 
Labour’s Gro Harlem Brundtland 
as prime minister. 

Willoch yesterday began negotia- 
tions with two small rightwing 
groups, saying he would prefer to 
head an administration with an 
overall majority. 

Revisedcomputer tallies gave the 


. Conservatives, the Christian Peo- 
ple's Party and the Agrarian Party a 
total of 80 seals in the 155-seat 
Storting (parliament). 

Labour got 65 seats, a drop of H, 
but remained the' largest single 
party. The Conservatives got 54 
seats, an increase' erf 13. 

' Willoch said that if the talks col- 
lapse over a dispute about Norway's 
liberal abortion laws, he was "not 
only ready but also obliged to form 
. a minority, government alone.” 
Labour had long been out of 
favour with voters for its open disar- 
ray under former premier Odvap 
Nordli, who resigned in January 
through ill-health; Bnmdtland, 44, 
Harvard-educated* and the 
country’s first woman premier, 
generated a mild revival for her 
party but alienated many people 
with abrasive manners. 


Fasting IRA men may renounce kin 


BELFAST (AP). — Hunger-striking 
nationalists in Northern Ireland's 
Maze Prison are considering legal 
moves to stop their families in- 
tervening to prevent them dying, by 
making fellow prisoners their next ' 
of kin, reliable sources reported 
yesterday. 

The move came amid signs that 
support for the six-month-old 
hunger strike may be waning among 
the 600 nationalists in the prison 
near Belfast, because, the. British 
gov^cpinqtf has steadfastly" rpfvjcd 
to give the jailed activists special 
privileges amounting to prisoner- 
of-war status. 

Ten men have starved themselves 
to death so far, but there is no sign 
that hardline prisoners plan to call 
off the fast. Seven men are currently 
fasting. 

The hunger strikers’ ploy comes 
jfter the families of four fosters 
authorized medical attention for 
them when the men’s weakened 
condition became critical. Their ac- 


tion was a major setback for the fast 
and eased pressure on die British 
government. 

The sources close to Sinn Fein, 
the IRA’s political front, said the 
prisoners are taking legal advice on 
changing their next of tin. 

If it is possible to nominate fellow 
prisoners, who will not authorize 
medical intervention, it mil remove 
the biggest threat to the hunger

la, these other Soviet nuclear 
improvements cast doubt on 
"NATO’s basic strategy of flexible 
response. - . 

That strategy says, after all, that 
NATO will use nuclear weapons 
first if necessary. It envisions a lad- 
der of-escalation: first, short-range 
battlefield systems; then deeper- 
strike ‘theatre systems if need be; 
and finally, in the . extreme case, . 
American central systems. 

- There have always been grounds 
for doubt about such a notion: who 
could really imaginc NATO leaders 
using battlefield nuclear . weapons' 
on. NATO teirritoiy in an attempt to ' 
turn around a. losing conventional 
war? 

Soviet nuclear., force improve- 
ments increase'those doubts, by giv- 


ing the Soviet Union responses in 
kind to ariy level of nuclear violence 
NATO sought to employ. 

. In the past, NATO could tolerate 
-considerable ambiguity about the 
precise purpose of its TNF. Euro- 
peans could emphasize TNF as a 
link to American central systems, 
while Americans could stress it as a 
complement to conventional 
defence if need be. 

Both could agree that TNF 
strengthened deterrence, since the 
Soviets would be at least as uncer- 
tain about their role as was NATO 
itself. 

NOW, HOWEVER, NATO cannot 
tolerate such ambiguity. That is un- 
derscored by the current debate 
over the 572 American cruise and 
Pershing II ballistic missies to be 
deployed in Europe. 


Within the logic of escalation, 
there is a clear military rationale for 
the new systems. The gap between 
NATO's existing TNF, mostly -of 
short-range, and America’s central 
strategic arsenal is large. Thus, the 
Soviet Union might be tempted to 
believe NATO would not escalate 
to the latter, no matter what the 
outcome of a war in Europe. 

The point of the new missiles 
would be to fill the gap (“coupling’' 
in the language of strategists), not to 
“match” the Soviet SS-20. 

Yet that rationale for the cruise 
missiles is not easy to state. Nor 
does it indicate why 572 is the magic 
number. In those circumstances, it' 
is not surprising that many in 
Europe see the new weapons not as 
additional deterrents, but rather as 
threats, more targets for Soviet 


nuclear weapons. 

Moreover, Washington must 
believe that the Soviet Union would 
retaliate against the cruise missiles 
by striking their locations, Europe, 
not their owner, America. 
Otherwise, why are they an 
improvement over existing U.S. 
Poseidon submarines committed to 
NATO? 

Thus the fear that the new 
systems would be decoupling not 
coupling. Regrettably, American 
actions by both this and the last ad- 
ministration — especially talk of 
nuclear war-fighting — have Fed this 
European fear that y the U.S. now 
takes seriously the prospect of a 
limited nuclear war in Eurdpe. 
BEGINNING TO CHANGE that 
perception will be critical to manag- 
ing the TNF issue. In the near term, 
as a complement to a serious TNF 
arms control effort, NATO might 
announce that it was, unilaterally, 
withdrawing several thousand of its 


nuclear warheads from Europe. 

NATO withdrew 1,000 of the 
7,000-odd in Europe as part of its 
December 1979 package, but 
managed to do so virtually un- 
noticed. Many more of those 
warheads are either obsolete or of 
such short range as to be useless, 
and withdrawing some would 
strengthen the argument that the 
new missiles represent -a sensible 
evolution in the means of deter- 
rence, not simply piling up nuclear 
weapons. 

Over the longer term, NATO 
needs to continue to move toward a 
TNF posture that makes both 
military and political sense. That 
would mean fewer total warheads 
but more systems that are mobile 
and with enough range not to re- 
quire basing right on the front line 
— and so are more survivable. 

As things now stand, NATO's 
TNF posture is, in the words of one 
analyst, more of an invitation to a 
Soviet pre-emptive attack than a

- Because of Qlympio’s standing in 
African circles, th ere was con- 
siderable 'unhappiness over the 
event.

WHEN. HOWEVER, the Organiza- 
tion of African Unity (OAU) was 
formed' two-'years/later, it took a 
strong stand against any external in- 
tervention in the 'domestic affairs of 
member states. This, stand left the 
field open for coup-makers. But the 
feeling has grown Tn recent yean 
that the OAU should not provide a 
shield behind which' any member 
state, could behave as it wished, ir- 
re^ectiye of its crime. 

President JuIius. Nyerere of Tan- 
zania- took a prominent lead in 
criticising the OAU for shutting its 
eyes to the abuse of human rights in 
the . -continent, arguing that it was 
hypocritical for African leaders to 
refuse* to criticize the misdeeds of 
tyrannies, such as that of Idi Amin 
in Uganda, white inveighing against 
what was happening, for example, 
in South Africa. The Tanzanian 
leader was among the first to come 
forward • in( congratulating - the

■Nyerere also defied the . OAU 
when .he became the first African 
leader in deploying his army to help

The OAlTs stand on Liberia 
served notice on coup-makers that 
they could no longer expect to be 
welcomed into the family of African 
nations. It was an important first 
step towards defining an African at- 
titude towards coups. * 

Nevertheless, it is unlikely that 
the OAU will commit itself to a 
doctrine of either boycotting any 
government which takes power 
through a coup, or of endorsing the 
action of any African government 
which * intervenes militarily to 
reverse a coup, in a member state. 

The degree of support that might 
be expected from the OAU, for ex- 
ternal intervention in the affairs of a 
member state, is likely to depend on 
the nature of the regime that is 
overthrown. For example, the OAU 
welcomed the overthrow of the 
tyrannical regimes of President 
Nguema in Equitorial Guinea and 
“Emperor” Bokassa in Central 
Africa — even though in the latter 
case French troops played a key 
role. 

There appears to be a growing 
consensus that a distinction must be 
made, in the case of obviously evil 
regimes — such as Amin’s, 
Nguema’s and Bokassa’s — and 
those which, generally speaking, are 
not tyrannical.

Whatever the fault of President 
J awara's regime in the Gambia, the 
country's political system does 
provide for opposition parties to 
operate legally and to test their 
strength at generally free elections.

IT SHOULD NOT, therefore, be 
assumed that all coups will 
automatically be repudiated. But 
what might be expected in the 
future is that the new tendency of 
military alliances between 
neighbouring countries (as in the 
case of the Gambia and Senegal) 
will grow. Such alliances provide a 
legal basis for military intervention 
in the event of a coup. 

On the other hand, it is unlikely 
that thoroughly reprehensible 
regj mes will find allies willing to bail 
them out if they should run into 
trouble. Thus, President Mobuto of 
Zaire is unlikely te find military al- 
lies in Africa if, as seems not unlike- 
ly, he were to be challenged by in- 
ternal opposition forces who are not 
activly supported by outside 
powers. 

What also seems likely in the 
. future is that regimes threatened J>y 
' internal “ opposition' Movements 
which are supported by Libya -will 
be able te count on the ready sup- 
port, of, at least, a majority of OAU 
members.

ALTHOUGH HER 1981 Maillots and Bikinis 
are now on sale, at Le Printemps in Paris and 
boutiques in London. Amsterdam and Johan- 
nesburg, Rojy Ben Joseph has left fashion 
design at Rikma and gone into home decora- 
tions from a new plant across the street from 
the old premises. 

"Instead of dressing women, I am dressing 
up the home; it’s something I’ve always wan- 
ted to do," she says. 

Almost every one of the business associates 
she meets abroad reminisces ecstatically with 
vivacious. Titian-haired Rojy about the un- 
forgettable fashion show she presented in 
Jerusalem at the first Summer Fashion Week 
several years ago. They still chuckle about the 
camel Rojy brought on stage to lend an 
authentic background to her creations, and 
who would not budge despite cajoling and 
kicks. And they ask whatever happened to 
Rojy’s fabulous free flowing caftans, harem 
trousers, patio and beachwear fantasies in 
vibrant Mediterranean colours, all of local 
fabrics acclaimed in Paris and fashion centres 
of the world as having a distinctly Israeli look. 

She is involved in another line of business, 
Rojy explains, concentrating on designs for 
fabrics for home decorations and even for 
plastic, china and ceramic household items. 
Actually, she started the line years ago, when 
she began to use the towelling she worked 
with for her clothes and colour-coordinated it 
with home furnishings, curtains, cushions and 
bedspreads. 

Here, too, as previously, Rojy uses only 
Israeli fabrics and materials. "I don't see why 
I should import what is available right here," 
she insists. 

It will be recalled that Rojy used Moller- 
Dee towelling, which she redesigned, for her 


first creations. 

Her present designs go for everything in the 
kitchen from potholder to tablecloth and 
napkins, toaster and mixer covers, down to 
dinnerware. Instead of changing the tiles, or 
furniture or adding formica, touch up your 
home with a bright decoration that you can 
mix and match, Rojy suggests, for cheer and 
atmosphere. 

Some of Rojy’s home decorations are 
already available in the local stores and 
selling abroad in such stores as Phoenix in 
Bond Street, London, as well as Debenham 
and John Lewis. Her decorated houseware is 
made by Grilloz of Ashdod and is reaching 
Holland and even South Africa. 

Her designs have also made their mark 
already on international trade shows. 

“I never dreamed they were from Israel," a 
top French home decorations designer told 
Rojy when she visited her in her Savyon home 
and saw some of the designs she had 'recently 
admired at the Heimtex exhibition in 
Frankfurt. • 

“My objective is to move Israeli manufac- 
turers to produce articles that will attract the 
buying offices of foreign companies or being- 
buyers from abroad to order those articles 
from Israel," Rojy states. Israeli firms are 
capable of producing a very good home 
decoration line, she is certain; she also. works 
with Naaman and Lapid for their production 
of dinnerware. 

Placing her individualistic stamp on her 
new line which also includes sheets and 
decorations for children's rooms, Rojy has 
added a line of coordinated at-home wear to 
entertain in. It consists of aprons, skirts in 
mini and maxi lengths, trousers with matching 
jackets and coverups. 


A hostess may serve coffee and be smartly 
matched up with her surroundings in leisure 
garments that are comfortable and easy to 
wash. In the winter, quilted cotton will be 
warm and functional as well as attractive, 
Rojy points out. 

Just a month ago, even before it could be 
shown in the local market or foreign buying 
offices, Rojy’s coordinated at-home wear left 
for shops in Peru, Mexico, Argentina. 

"I just took a little white T-shirt and white 
body stocking and built a leisure wear line 

around tfiem," Rojy explains. The quilted cot- 
ton skirts, trousers, coverups and jackets in 
positive and negative colour contrasts coor- 
dinated with the home decorations mix and 
match attractively, picking up counterparts of 
design. 


Rojy’s Savyon neighbour, to whom she 
showed the coordinated at-home wear, was so 
enchanted, she took scissors, snipped ofT a 
few yards of material and left. Two hours 
later; she entered with a shirt, bolero and two 
vests on which she pinned the name "the bar- 
becue line," to add to the improvisation 
bound for Latin America. 

Chancy? Not a bit when you consider that 
the neighbour is Fini Leitersdorf, the doyen 
of Israeli fashion design, and who, after all, is 
more capable of adding a witty comment to a 
creation than Fini? 

_ While the leisure wear is intended only for 
home or garden, some of the models with 
whom Rojy has been working have been 
pleading with her to allow them to borrow a 
vest or pair of quilted trousers, or jacket to 
wear on the street or for a disco evening. 

"I’m not trying to start a fad," Rojy laughs, 
not yet, she says. 


A NEW phenomenon has arrived 
on the Israeli scene — that of 
“Centre Shopping.'' a concept 
whereby several shops, carrying a 
selection, respectively of anything 
from shoes and clothing, cosmetics, 
jewellery and tourist items, to 
household wares, furnishings and 
electrical appliances are housed un- 
der one roof ( — alongside the in- 
evitable banks), in a complex on 
various levels, and ir. arcades 
leading off the central plaza. 

Newest among these is the 
recently-completed enclosed shop- 
ping centre above the Beit 
Hakerem Supermarket, in 
Jerusalem. Its planners selected a 
site which local residents visit 
regularly. Once within the super- 
market precincts, they are willing 
enough to look around the shops on 
the upper level, saving themselves a 
trip into town. Maybe they want to 
relax over a drink inside or outside 


of Neeman’s coffee-shop or buy the 
Shabbat flowers in the adjacent 
florist's; they may want to leave 
clothes to be altered, or order a new 
dress to be made up. at the shop 
which also accepts second-hand 
clothing on consignment; or 
perhaps they'll buy a film at the 
Kodak shop, prior to setting out on 
a trip. However trivial the errand, 
one of the 20-odd shops already oc- 
cupied amongst the total 40 
available in the Kikar Denya Centre 
can Fulfil the need and substitute for 
a tiring and tiresome journey into 
town. 

A mini-paradise for children and 
adults alike is Kami, specialising in 
new and used books, original items 
of stationery and educational toys. 
Browsing around amongst the 
shelves of art books, music albums, 
histories of Israel, soft-cover 
booklets on handicrafts and giossy 
cookery books is an exercise in self- 


restraint; one is sorely tempted to 
make a hobby of all or any of these 
crafts and acquire the appropriate 
reference library. Many of the 
books are available in English, 
German and French translation and 
books in these languages, as well as 
Russian, feature prominently 
amongst those in the second-hand 
department too. Several shelves are 
devoted to holy books ( Mahzorim . 
siddurim. etc.), religious topics and 
translations of popular Hebrew 
classic Jewish stories. 

The toys and children's books are 
not less tempting, and gifts for peo- 
ple of ail ages can be found among 
the posters, records, cards and 
stationery sets. 

There are a number of clothing 
boutiques, none of which would ap- 
pear to conflict with the next, since 
each caters for a different sector of 
the population. Exclusive children’s

Chen-Li; the neighbouring 
Sportline displays a rather in- 
congruous mix of elegant and 
sportswear, while Green’s, at the 


entrance to the compound, stocks a 
limited but attractive selection of 
unusual models, including some 
Parisian imports. The stress here is 
on lingerie, and the elegant but none- 
the less practical housecoats are a 
particularly good buy. 

To date, the most fascinating 
shop in the centre is Tropicalia, a 
light and airy boutique where, 
alongside such classic brand-names 
as Gottex, Alaska, Niba and Ca- 
naan, there is a range of well- 
produced, well-designed- Brazilian 
outfits, prices of which are in line 
with those of the locally manufac- 
tured items. This is despite the fact 
that they are subject to heavy im- 
port duty, raising their originally 
much lower prices. Due to the fact 
that many of the religious residents 
of nearby Bayit Vegan do not wear 
sleeveless dresses, the owners of this 
shop have acquired a line of outfits 
featuring detached sleeves which 


can be inserted upon request. 
Displayed amongst the clothes, and 
coordinated with them, are hand- 
painted and etched Brazilian 
leather bags. ■ 

Facing Tropicalia, tucked away 
in the corner, is the La Terrasse 
restaurant, owned by Shim on Uuz 
{formerly proprietor of the down- 
town Au Sahara) and his partner 
Rut hie. Adjacent to a small and in- 
timate bar' (open from 09.00-24.00) 'a- 
is a large 'dming area.' its ^beamed 1 
ceilings decorated -withm hanging 
plants trailing from copperdiolders, 
amongst which are two birdcages, 
their canary occupants providing a 
natural concert. Leading off from 
the dining room is a vast terrace — 
from which the restaurant derives 
its name — lush with cacti and 
palms, where meals are served out- 
doors. Feeling very much at home in 
these tropical surroundings, a little 
caged monkey living royally off La 


Terrasse left-overs, performs antics 
to delight the guests. Asmail foun- 
tain as centrepiece adds a touch of 
exotic extravagance to this outdoor 
dining area. 

Among the newly-opened shops 
in the Kikar Denya Centre are two 
veterans of the area, who have 
merely relocated: Sara was original- 
ly situated alongside the super- 
market and was known amongst 
Beit Hakerem residents for her ex- 
cellent' fresh-ground- ' coffee and 
selection of tdke«home pastries. 
Steve's Hairdressing Salon was 
formerly housed in a dingy base- 
ment on the Beit Hakerem highway, 
to which he nonetheless attracted a 
wide clientele from the neighbour- 
ing districts, as well as from Beit 
Hakerem itself. Steve, who im- 
migrated from England 10 years 
ago. has now relocated to a -plea- 
sant, cane-furnished salon in the 
new commercial centre.-

The problem was that 
the dress was sleeveless — and in 
the environment in which she lived, 
would be considered immodest But 
when she was informed by Maskit 
staff that there would be no 
problem in inserting matching 
sleeves, she was oveijoyed. 

"Our policy is to make the client 
happy," says Betty Efrati, Maskit’s 
Jerusalem administrator. "Most 
summer fashions in the shops were 
not designed with the observant 
Jewish woman in mind, but there 
are many garments which lend 
themselves to alteration, and 
proriding that there is no drastic in- 
terference with the original design, 
we do our best to oblige." 

Maskit shops all over the country 
are having their final summer sales 
this month, mid judging by what was 
being shown at the recent Israel 
Summer Fashion Week, Maskit’s 
summer 1981 styles will definitely 
hold up for next summer. Expensive 
though Maskit clothes are in rela- 
tion to sales of mass produced gar- 
ments, it's worth buying a summer 
dress now to put away for next year, 
when prices will be considerably 
more inflated. 

“We may seem expensive to peo- 
ple who don’t appreciate the value 
of handwork,” concedes Efrati, 
"but tourists who visit our shops say 
that our prices are reasonable.” 

Certain summerweight items such 
as caftans,' Jalabyas, blouses and

The 
younger Yemenite women don’t 
want to follow in the footsteps of 
their mothers. 

Maskit's magnificent line of 


fabrics sold by the metre, are 
suitable for apparel, table cloths, 
napkins, scarves, bed linen and even 
lampshades. Nina, one of Maskit’s 
specialists in hand printed silks, has 
the fruit of her labours exhibited in 
several different departments of the 
shop, including that reserved for 
children. The designs for 
livingrooms follow oriental trends, 
whereas the ones for children’s 
bedrooms have a more rustic 
design. 

The children’s section is Efrati' s 
pride and joy. “If you want people 
to have an appreciation of the 
quality of life,” she says, “You have 
to start early — in die home en- 
vironment.” It is this precept which 
motivates the diversity of merchan- 
dise for juniors. 

Maskit has two factories — one 
for fashion goods and the other for 
carpets, which are all hand-knotted 
in the best Persian tradition, 
although the patterns and colours 
are much more contemporary. 

A recent innovation in Maskit’s 
Jerusalem premises, is the introduc- 
tion of an art gallery for the promo- 
tion of Israeli artists. Each in- 
dividual exhibition is shown for the 
period of a month. Rachel Kadmon, 
a ceramicist who uses Biblical 
themes for statues and ceramic col- 
lages, will be featured during 
September.

HAIFA. — Six [sraeli industries 
that sued the Marine Officers 
Union for damages they allegedly 
suffered because of the union's 
strike against the shipping com- 
panies in April 1977. appealed their 
case last week to the Supreme 
Court. 

The 525,000 suit filed by the six 
industries was dismissed by the 
Haifa District Court last June. 
Judge Yosef Margalit ruled chat 
striking workers are not liable for 


damages caused to a third party, 
because a strike “suspends the 
labour contract between employers 
and their employees.” 

In filing their appeal, the in- 
dustries claimed that the Haifa 
District Court “ignored the fact" 
that the strikers violated Ports 
Authority regulations by blocking 
the Haifa port container terminal. 

The appellants also claim that the 
strikers did not act in good faith as 
they continued their strike despite 
the Histadrut’s refusal to support 
them.

TEL AVIV. — A group of inter- 
national investors, headed by two 
Israelis, is putting up between 
SI. 5m. and Urn. to help a private 
group in Haiti set up an inter- 
national airline. Haiti, with a 
French-speaking population of 
seven million, is generally con- 
sidered to be within the “American 
sphere of influence” in the Carib- 
bean. It is a neighbour of Cuba. 

The two Israelis are Philip 
Zuckerman and Avraham Rinot, 
chairman and director-general of 
the Ararat insurance company. 

Rinot. in revealing details of the 
proposed airline yesterday, stressed 
that there was no connection what- 
soever betweci. Ararat and the in- 
ternational group of -investors (from 
Switzerland, America and England). 
The group itself has no formal name 
and is referred to at present as the 
Rinot Group. 

The airline will be called Central 
Caribbean Air (CCA), and will 
begin functioning sometime 
between April and June, 1982. It 
will charter two planes, probably 
one Boeing 737 and one Boeing 727, 
from an American company. 
However, no decision has yet been 
taken on the pilots and crew, and 
there is a possibility that they may 
be supplied by B Al. 

One of the planes will fly between 
Port au Prince, the capital of Haiti, 
to the U.S., and the other between 
the Caribbean islands. At a later 
stage. CCA will probably begin fly- 
ing to Europe, probably to bring in 
groups of tourists to Haiti. 

Rinot noted that the “road to 
Haiti” was a strange one. Together 
with the other investors in the 
group, he had purchased one year 
ago an electronics factory (called 
Rada) in Beisan, which was in finan- 
cial difficulties. The company is 


now making a small profit. 

Then the group decided to buy up 
the ailing solar energy company in 
the U.S., the Helioihermal/Miromit 
Corp., \bhich owns the Israeli 
Miromil company. 

In order to expand the sale of 
solar collectors, it was decided to 
investigate setting up a factory in 
South America, near the equator 
(where the sun is really hot). A pro- 
ject was started in Chile, and 
Miromit sent equipment, worth 
5140,000 there to set up the plant. 
Miromit will ship the collectors 
themselves, while the frames and 
tanks will be made there. 

From Chile, the group in- 
vestigated the possibility of setting 
up a similar project in Ecuador, and 
here they ran across a group of 
Haiti businessmen, who were in- 
terested not only in solar collectors, 
but in other matters, especially in 
starting an airline. 

It was decided to set up a joint 
venture, with the Rinot Group put- 
ting up the money, and receiving 49 
per cent of the shares; the Haiti 
businessmen, headed by Franz Ben- 
net, of Port au Prince, obtaining the 
landing rights and receiving 49 per 
cent, with the remaining two per 
cent (which will cast the deciding 
vote in case of a dispute) going to an 
American bank acceptable to both 
group, which will act as a trustee. 

In addition, El Al was contacted, 
and it promised to provide all the 
necessary know-how on running an 
airline. An El Al executive, Benny 
Gabai, has also been appointed to 
the board of CCA. 

“We hope,” Rinot said yesterday, 
“that if the CCA venture succeeds, 
it will provide the opening for other 
joint projects in Haiti.” The island, 
although rather poor, does have 
copper and bauxite mines, and 
could be turned into a tourist 
paradise. 


MOSCOW (UPI). — Sad-eyed 
brides and red-eyed vodka iovers 
dug deeper for rubies yesterday as 
stut e-imposed price increases of up 
to 1 00 per cent took effect. 

The price hikes, the first wide- 
ranging jumps in the cost of living 
since 1979, doubled the official 
price of petrol overnight and added 
substantially to the cost of alcoholic 
beverages, gold and silver jewelry, 
cigarettes, furniture, crystal and 
furs. 

"If it's not inflation, what is it?" 
demanded a Moscow secretary, 
who saw the official announcement 
of the price changes made by the 
chairman of the state price commit- 
tee, Nikolai Glushkov, on 
nationwide television. - 

Glushkov and the state- 
controlled media insisted that the 


new price levels were “in accor- 
dance with the suggestion of 
workers,” and not a result of infla- 
tion. ^ 

• Alcohol and tobacco were made 
more expensive (by an average 20 
per cent), “with the goal to limit de- 
mand for them.” The per capita 
consumption rate of vodka in the 
Soviet Union is estimated at 37.5 
litres a year. A half-litre bottle of 
cheap vodka went up from. about 
IS95 to IS 156.

TEL AVIV. — El Al and Cargo 
Airlines (CAL) will today open for- 
mal negotiations on -exporting 
Israel's agricultural products during 
thje winter. The Agriculture 
Ministry's director-general will join 
the talks. 

The negotiations follow recent 
consultations between Agriculture 
Minister Simha Ehrlich and CAL, in 
which it was decided that CAL 
should charter El Al aircraft under 
terms similar to those of last year. 
Later this year talks will be held on 
a long-term arrangement, they 
decided. 

CAL wanted to operate its own 
planes but failed to receive an 
operator's licence, Tzafrir Nelkin, 
the company’s general manager told 
The Jerusalem Post. 

Today's negotiations will centre 
on chartering one Boeing 747 for six 
months mid a week. At first there 
will be only three flights a week, but 
the number will gradually increase. 
During some days at the end of 
February, and in March, CAL 
hopes to operate two flights a day. It 
plans to export 20,000 tons of 
flowers and vegetables, its deputy 
general manager, Mordechai 
Nivon, said yesterday. 

According to Nelkin, El Al has 
demanded 5620,000 a month for a

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The spree is over 

THE RELATIVELY modest 3.0 per cent rise in August's consumer 
price index — lower than was generally expected — is likely to mark 
the end of the vacation in fools* paradise which Yoram Aridor 
presented the public since he took over as finance minister. Wage 
earners are likely to awake to (hat fact when (hey find that the 1 1.5 
per cent cost of living allowance has been wiped out by accelerated 
price rises even before they see the colour of their money. 

What this will do to their expectations of future price inflation is 
not difficult to guess. Mr Aridor. groping for presentable justifica- 
tions for his “proper" policy, has repeatedly insisted that repressing 
inflation through subsidies would reverse [he trend of expectations, 
and thus stop the self-perpetuating process. 

Mr. Aridor should have looked ul the bond market to see how well 
his theory holds up. In the past 17 days, bond prices have risen by 14 
per cent, on the average — as clear a demonstration as any (hat the 
public expects inflation to go on. 

There is no surprise in that. The public realizes full well that so far 
nothing has been done to attack the root causes of inflation. And (he 
long overdue price rises which Mr. Aridor was forced to announce 
on Sunday can only have strengthened the belief that the festival can- 
not last. 

All that the finance minister has successfully shown — with the 
help of several supporting circumstances, seusonul and- others — is 
that inflation can be suppressed temporarily if one is prepared to 
ignore the longer-run consequences and to pay the price. That, of 
course, is ancient wisdom. 

Just as the underlying inflationary pressures have been masked by- 
Mr. Aridor's subsidies, so the price paid for that policy, namely, the 
running down of our foreign reserves at an annual rate of at least 
S500m. is being obscured by short-term borrowing abroad, and by 
shifting export credits from the central bank to the commercial 
bunks. 

The trouble with the various policy measures that Mr. Aridor has 
been trying out on the economy is not that any of them, taken 
separately, is wrong. The trouble is that they do not hang together. 
The sacrifice of foreign currency reserves is justifiable as the price of 
a concerted assault on inflation. Its waste, for the sake of an illusory 
and transient relative price stability, is not. 

Mr. Aridor has just taken the first step towards what may be a 
reversal of his course by reducing his exorbitant subsidies to con- 
sumer goods and services. For this he has been promptly, and 
wrongly, taken to task by Histadrut secretary-general Yeroham 
Meshel. Mr. Meshel seems to think that bread can forever be sold at 
a price that is a fraction of the cost of the flour needed t p bake it, and 
chickens, eggs and milk for less than the value of the fodder needed 
to produce them. 

This is no more a proper concept of economics than Mr. Aridor's 
has been until now. 

Second thoughts 

JERUSALEM deserves a decent soccer stadium. We believed the 
best choice for it under the circumstances would have been the 
Hebrew University's mostly vacant Held at Givat Ram. We said so in 
this space last Tuesday. Now we must admit to doubts. 

What we have come to doubt is whether, in present circumstances, 
the capital can afford to accommodate any soccer stadium anywhere 
within running distance of a civilized neighbourhood — and that in- 
cludes Givat Ram. not only Katamon. This doubt has arisen in the 
wake of the riot by Jerusalem Beiar fans, resulting from their team's 
loss to Maccabi Tel Aviv, at the season’s kickoff game at the YMCA 
stadium last Saturday. 

The fans objected to a pair of rulings by the referee. They showed 
displeasure by going on a rampage — tearing up fences at the stadium, 
stopping the trafTic on King David Street outside, breaking the win- 
dows of parked buses, stoning policemen who attempted to discipline 
them. Four policemen were injured, two of them winding up in 
hospital with head injuries. Veteran observers have described it as the 
worst such incident within memory. 

Soccer field hooliganism is admittedly no monopoly of Israel. Nor 
is violence in this country itself confined to soccer. During the past 
week alone we have witnessed it erupt in such diverse locations and 
di/Terem contexts as the Histadrut convention. Tel Aviv University, 
and Yamit. But the fact remains that the soccer stadium seems to in- 
vite rough stuff from members of the community who are looking for 
an opportunity to release pent-up emotions. 

The community at large might seriously consider refusing to grant 
this opportunity, even if it means temporarily clamping down on 
mass spectator sports. The alternative might have to be to order the 
city's entire police force to take positions around every game in 
town.

Swazis looked on. 

Several thousand barefoot Swazi 
warriors and the 82-year-old 
bearded king, all carrying clubs and 
cowhide shields qnd wearing strings 
of beads, performed a slow, foot- 
stamping war dance in the national 
stadium. 

Princess Margaret, representing 


her sister. Queen Elizabeth II, 
placed a blue and pink sash across 
Sobhuza’s bare chest and awarded 
him the Knight Grand Cross of the 
Order of St. Michael and St. 
George. 

Long lines of half-naked warriors, 
massed along the full length of a 
soccer field, were faced during the 
war dance by about 20 swaying, 
topless princesses and the same 
number of wives wrapped in bright- 
ly patterned yellow and blue cloth. 
The . princesses were chosen from 
Sobhuza’s 500 children. 

At the end of the ceremony, the 
Swazi air force — two light trans- 
port planes provided by Israel — 
performed a fly-past.

EGGED REVISITED 


IT HAPPENS in the best of 

families. 

The car needs a major overhaul, 
and what with arguments about 
what should be overhauled and 
where 'it should be done, what it 
should cost and whether it is 
worthwhile at all, a earless month 
goes by. 

How does the Israeli driver cope 
for a month without a car? Roughly 
speaking. 1 find that the earless can 
be divided into three more or less 
definable categories, 

The first group consists of those 
who have become car addicts over 
the years. They can no more do 
without a car than a chain smoker 
without cigarettes. Straight from the 
garage they rush to the car-hire 
agency. If it is rather expensive — 
well, that's just too bad for the ex- 
pense account. 

The second group goes for taxi- 
cabs. After all, taxi drivers also have' 
to make a living, and it is quite plea- 
sant to let someone else do the driv- 
ing for a change. Not having park- 
ing worries is a new and invigorating 
experience. It almost makes carless- 
ness worthwhile. 

The third group are the lift- 
catchers. This is both cheap and a 
challenge to one's ingenuity, though 
one must be prepared to be branded 
a nuisance. With ail one’s friends 
and acquaintances owning cars, it is 
not usually beyond one's intel- 
ligence to And soomecnc going in 
the right direction. Qualms about 
sponging can be assuaged by 
rationalizing that you are saving the 
nation petrol and vital dollars. One 
can always make a mental note to 
repay in kind when restored to nor- 
malcy and car ownership. 

RECENTLY when I was afflicted

by a spell of carlessness, I weighed 
the three options described — and 
plunged for none of them. Instead, 1 
decided to find put whether Egged 
had changed in the years since I had 
been a regular customer and since 
the Leyiand Tiger age had given 
way to that of the Mercedes. How 
did Egged emerge from this 
scrutiny? Surprisingly badly and 
surprisingly well! 

LET US recall that the company 
suplies a service generally given by 
two different bodies. It provides 
both urban and inter-urban tran- 
sport. 

Between the big cities Egged's 
service could hardly be bettered. 
Both from Haifa and Jerusalem, 
buses leave for Tel Aviv in a cons- 
tant stream. A bus enters the sta- 
tion, fills up and leaves and is 
replaced by an empty one. This, of 
course, also applies in the opposite 
directions. I doubt whether there 
are many cities in the world of com- 
parable size connected by such a 
splendid service. Many of the buses 
are air-conditioned. The fares, 
despite unending raises, are very 
reasonable. Lately Egged has in- 
troduced a direct, every half hour 
between Haifa and Jerusalem, so 
service between the big cities leaves 
little room for improvement 

Not so the service within the city, 
at least as far as Haifa is concerned. 
There are countless stories of 
Hoifaites who travel from Tel Aviv 
in an hour and a quarter, only to 
have another hour to travel to rach 
their destination within Haifa itself. 

A journey from the Carmel goes 
something like this. After an inter- 


minable wail the bus finally arrives. 
Till the • driver has given everyone 
his tickets and change, and has 
finished explaining and arguing, the 
passengers' nerves are already 
frayed. Finally he moves off, driving 
a few hundred metres to another 
crowd. (I nearly said queue, but that 
would be flattery.) The whole 
seemingly endless procedure is 
repeated. It may be repeated a 
dozen times before one’s destina- 
tion is reached at last. 

Has there been any progress in 
recent years? Far from it. Buses that 
used to sport cash cubicles have 
been converted, and the conductors 
have disappeared Instead of an 
improvement, one perceives a con- 
siderable deterioration. Why docs 
Egged not realize that its task is to 
transport people as quickly and as 
comfortably as possible from point 
to point? As long as drivers have to 
deal with money and tickets, this 
task cannot be performed Egged 
blames poor urban service on the 
traffic jams caused by private cars, 
but this argument hardly holds 
water. Why is the service so poor in 
the evenings, when there are no 
traffic jams to provide a convenient 
excuse? 

An undertaking that provides 
such splendid inter-city service is 
surely capable of doing better on 
urban lines. I am quite sure that 
many people would be ready to 
leave their cars at home if going by 
bus were not such an ordeal. 

Cope on, Egged, get those con- 
ductors back. Stop your personnel 
from smoking on the buses. You 
can’t expect passengers to do so till 
your own people do. Raise the 
quality of intra-city travel to the 
level of the inter-city routes. You 
may be in for a pleasant surprise!

MY HOME in Jerusalem, is not far , 
from the YMCA football stadium, ' 
and when a match takes place there 
on a Sabbath afternoon, every 
vestige of my Sabbath peace and 
rest disappears. The afternoon is 
transformed into a veritable bedlam 
of disturbance and uhraliness. 

. Cars are parked in every illegal 
parking space, on thc pavements of 
King David Street, id the marked 
entrances to garages. Perhaps, ac- 
cording to Halacha, Tam not en- 
titled to complain about my garage 
being blocked, since naturally I do 
not use my car on the Sabbath. But 
what of the possibility of pikuah 
nefesk? 

The roars of the thousands of 
football fans when a goal is scored, 
or at some outstanding footwork, 
makes sleep impossible. 

The scene and the bedlam on the 
Sabbath afternoon of September 12, 
however, surpassed anything before 
experienced. As I made my way to 
synagogue, I saw a man picking up 
stones froth the ground surrounding 
the tennis courts adjacent to the 
football pitch and judiciously 
weighing them in his hands. I re- 
jected, as unworthy of me, the 
thought that rose involuntarily in 
my mind — that -he was appraising 
their effectiveness as missiles. Un- 
fortunately, the thought was indeed 
justified. The melee, the shouting, 
the pushing and the jostling were in- 
describable. .. . 

AS Hooked at those football fans,, 
my mind went back to London nf 
over half a century ago. \ was very 
young in - the ministry then and 
almost idolized by the youth of my 
congregation, - not because of any 
spiritual qualities they detected in 
me, or because of rabbinical attain- 
ments, but because I was an all- 
round sportsman, indulging In foot- 
ball, tennis, sw imming , etc. I par- 
ticipated' in all these sporting ac- 
tivities with them. 

There came a day, -however, 
when* I lost them, utterly : and 
forever. When I thought that I had 
gained their complete loyalty, I in- 
stituted a study group .on Sabbath 
afternoon. Attendance was meagre. 
Why? I was told that most of them 
preferred to frequent the local 
professional football match. - 

Upset, I called them together and 
delivered myself of a statement for 
which they never forgave me.' "A 
sportsman,” I told them, "is 


someone who indulges in sporting 
activity, not someone who roan 
himself hoarse at others engaged hi 
sport. 11 To them, this was the 
rankest of heresies. But I still main* 
tain that opinion, however heretical 
it may appear to the addicts of the 
game. 

The scene outside the YMCA on 
September 12, witnessed by. myself 
and others emerging from syn- 
agogue after the conclusion tf the 
Sabbath, was terrible. Apparently 
the Betar.fant were out, _ almost 
Hterally, for the blood of a referee, s 
man of international renown who 
had disqualified a goal by Bctar. 
Hie newspaper report on. the fol- 
lowing day about the rudtqj was 
even more upsetting than the actual 
scene,; ■ ■ 1 

It is surely one of the axiomatic 
principles of a true sportsman that 
the decision of the referee is final, 
Irreversible and almost sacrosanct 
Yet the "sporting” onlookers 
blocked the road and attempted to. 
ggack the pojice .who fried to dis- 
perse them and clear the way! Tj» 
police were assailed by a hail -of 
stones. Two were taken to hospital 
with head injuries, and another in- 
jured his hack when he was forcibly 
dragged from Ins horse. 

And all this by supporters of 
Betar — the creation of Ze’ev 
Jabotinsky. One of its cardinal prin- 
■ciples was gentlemanly conduct and 
civility. On this, the centenary year 
of his birth, Jabotinsky must have 
turned in his grave. And the 
’ "heresy” of which I was guilty half a 
century ago is only reinforced.
